AT THE conclusion of his 
meeting with Dulles, Eban told 
newsmen that Israel wanted 
“concrete and tangible arranges 
ments to prevent renewed Arab 
attack before withdrawing from 
Egyptian territory.” He indicat- 
ed that Nasser’s word would not 
be good enough. 

The reply of the Israeli Cab- 
inet was expected to yield in 
the matter of troops at Sharm 
el Sheik which guards the pas- 
sageway from the Red Sea to 
the Gulf of Aqaba, but whether 
Israel would withdraw her ci-

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Picks Suspect 
In Shooting

SAN FRANCISCO—A man who admitted “he hates Jews and 
wants to fight Israel” is the prime suspect in the shooting of Louis 
H, Blumenthal, executive director of the Jewish Community Cen- 


ter here, 


The suspect, Arthur G. Smith, 30-year-old unemployed sales- 


man with a passion for firearms, 
was picked out of a police line- 
up last Friday. (Feb. 8) by the 
Jewish leader, but the identifica- 
tion was not definite. 

THE HIGHLY dramatic scene 
took place in the Mount Zion 
Hospital where the 62-year-old 
Blumenthal is recovering from 
a bullet -wound in his shoulder. 

Scanning the lineup of seven 
men. Blumenthal stopped when 
he came to Smith and_ said: 
“Him,” nodding his head at the 
suspect. “I’m not definite, you 
understand, but he’s the most 
likely possibility.” 

BLUMENTHAL then picked 
two other men out of the line- 
up, one a casual acquaintance 
of Smith, These two were later 
released by police. 

Smith also ran into other bad 
luck in the hospital lineup. A 
Mount Zion Hospital worker 
recognized him as a former em- 
ployee who in 1950 had worked 
in the hospital kitchen but had 
been discharged for inefficiency. 
The hospital is supported by 
contributions from the Jewish 
community.

What is the Jewish teenager’s 
attitude toward Israel?

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“What Shall Be Done 
With Unwanted 
Jewish Babies

Ten to one, that’s the ratio. 


Ten homes willing and eager to 


receive every Jewish baby available for adoption in the City of 


New York. 


So stated executive director Florence G. Brown of the Louise 


Wise Services, only Jewish child 
politan area. 

But what makes a baby “Jew- 
ish?” 

RABBI HAROLD GORDON 
of the New York Board of Rab- 
bis told your correspondent: “A 
child born to a Jewish mother, 
regardless of whom the father 
is, is considered Jewish.” This 
is true, he said, notwithstand- 
ing the marital status of the 
parents, or the racial intermix- 
tures. 

And that’s where our story 
really begins. 

Every year, in New York City 


alone, there are _ increasing 
numbers of babies born of white 
Jewish mothers 2nd Negro 
fathers—usually out of wed- 


lock. These babies, a great many 
of whom are distinctly Negroid 
in appearance, are given out 
for adoption. 

But who wants them? 


THE LOUISE WISE Services 
placed 152 Jewish babies in per- 


manent homes during the past 
fiscal year. Only 19 of them 
were of mixed background! 


There are a number of white 
Jewish families who accent chil- 


dren of mixed parentage into 
their homes and rear them:as 
their own—if the children can 
“ ” 
pass. 


“The large majority of those 
who cannot pass as white are 
given for adoption to Negro 
Christian families— where the 
children, denied their rightful 
heritage, are brought up as ob- 
serving Christians — although 
there have been cases of such 
children being placed in inter- 
racial or Negro Jewish homes. 


ON LEARNING this state of 
affairs, we checked again with 
Rabbi Gordon, as to his views 
on what should be done about 
this situation. 

Did he approve of what was 
being done, or did he feel that 
these children should be raised 
in Jewish orphanages regardless 
of their appearance? Or per- 
haps he had another suggestion 
to make. 

The rabbi felt that the answer 
to such. questions deserved 
thought, and asked your cor- 
respondent to speak with him on 
the following day. 


THE ANSWER we received at 
that time was: “The matter is 
too important for me to speak 
on without giving it the thought 
deserves, and in view of the 
fact that we are in the midst 
of our annual elections right 
how I don’t feel that I can make 
any statement on this subjeat.” 

We then questioned a lead- 
Ing psychologist, Dr. Isidore 
Chein, of New York university, 
and his reply was: “Between an 
orphanage and a home — of 
Whatever religious persuasion— 

fs no doubt in my mind 
but that a home is the better 


placement agency in the metro- 








alternative from the point of 


‘view of the psychological ad- 


justment of the individual.” 


WHAT DOES Orthodox Rab- 
bi Morris Sherer of Agudath 
Jsrael think? 

“The child should be treated 
as a Jewish child, because he 
is Jewish by Jewish law. A Jew- 
ish home should be found which 
will accept him. If no Jewish 
home can be found, the child 
should be raised in a Jewish or- 
phanage.” 

Dr. S. R. Weiss of the Union 
of “Orthodox Jewish Congrega- 
tion feels: 

“There is no excuse whatso- 
ever for having such a child 
placed in a non-Jewish home— 
Negro or otherwise.” 

He went on to say that he 
was not prepared to answer any 
question pertaining to the psy- 
chological impact of rearing a 
child in an orphanage as a Jew 
and sending him out to face 
life as a Negro—with no roots 
to speak of in either world. 


DR. WEISS stated most em- 
phatically that he felt that “the 
Jewish community” is equipped 
to handle such problems at the 
present time—especially in view 
of the fact that “there are sev- 
eral Negro Jewish congregations 
in the Uinted States.” 

To this view Psychologist 
Chein replied: 

“If the rabbinical authorities 
feel strongly enough on the re. 
ligious issues involved, what 
they should be working for is 
not the placement of the child 
in an orphanage, but the open- 
ing up of Jewish homes pre: 
pared to accept such children— 
regardless of pigmentation.” 


RABBI WENTWCRTH Mat- 
thew of the Ethiopian Hebrew 
Congregation said he felt that 
the child could be benefited 
most by being kept with its 
mother, and to this end his con- 
gregants, in such situations, are 
given assistance to enable them 
to rear the child. He stressed 
the fact, however, that births 
resulting from mixed unions are 
very rare in his congregation. 

An effort to secure Conserv- 
ative Jewry’s attitude on this 
subject was met by Rabbi Da- 
vid Kogen, of the United Syn- 
agogue, with the following 
statement: 

“In the absence of Rabbi Ar- 
thur Neulander, chairman of 
the committee on Jewish laws 
and standards, who is currently 
abroad, no one is authorized to 
speak for the Rabbinical As- 
sembly on this subject.”

May Lose Monetary Rights

Jewish composers with ideas and time on their hands are be. 
ing asked to consider a musical competition announced recently by 
Hazamir, sponsor of the Third World Assembly of Jewish Choirs 


to be held in Israel, July, 1958. 


Three cash awards will be given for original compositions to 


Hebrew texts for ‘“non-profes- 
sional choir, mixed voices, a Ca- 
pella, popular style.” The num- 
bers must last four minutes or 
less. Entries may be submitted 
around each of three themes— 
“Jerusalem,” “The Tenth Anni- 
versary of the Rebirth of Is-- 
rael,” and “the Ingathering of 
the Exiles.” 


THREE PRIZES 
300 Israel pounds, 
payable tn the currency of the 
residence of the composer, will 
be awarded to winners in the 
order of the themes listed above. 

Complete rules can be ob- 
tained from Hazamir, P.O. 4532, 
Tel Aviv, to which entries must 


of 500, 400 
respectively, 


be submitted by May 31, this 
year. 

By rapid computation, the 
first prize winner stands to 
realize $940 before taxes. The 


third prize would come to $540 
—-still no amount to be scoffed 
at for four minutes of unac- 
companied, four-part choral mu- 
sic. But there is a catch. 


THE RULES do not specify 
that the compositions become 


the property of Hazamir, but 
they do say that Hazamir “re- 
tains all rights to prepare and 
distribute award-winning com- 
positions with no additional com- 
pensation to the composers. 
Should commercial possibilities 
occur, records of the ... Songs 
will be made with special con- 
sent of the composers.” 

If Mr. Petrillo were hirsute, 
his hair would be standing on 
end, since this dictum abrogates 
the composer’s most inalienable 
right. It is not impossible, after 
all, that a truly fine composition 
should see the light of day as a 
result of this contest. But by 
then the composer may have 
forfeited any monetary claim 
upon his work for the remaind- 
er of his days, a regressive step 
fought bitterly by a whole gen- 
eration of musicians. 


ACCORDING to the wording 
of it rule, Hazamir can profit 
from the distribution and sale 
of prize-winning works without 
a penny of it (accruing) to the 
creator. Of course, composers 
will be “consulted” in the event 
commercial recordings are 
made. This could be taken to 
imply remuration, but on the 
other hand might mean nothing 
more than “permission.” Either 








Hazamir has handled its rules 
ineptly or is holding out a mess 
of porridge in exchange for a 
birthright. 

Unlike the days of 
heme,” most composers today 
cepend upon means of. liveli- 
hood other than their creative 
effrots, so that a few hundred 
dollars, while pleasant to con- 
template, are probably not nec- 
essary for food. Still, in order 
to contemplate pleasantly, a 
composer must now apparently 
agree to forego pride of owner- 
ship—or so it seems to us.

It is also true that organizations cost money. Every friend | 
of Israel should view with concern the new waste of funds for | 
overhead, offices, mailings, political quarrels, publications, etc. 
The new group will be consuming monies which could and should 
have gone directly to Israel.

When King Saud’s pitiful son, Prince Mashlhur, was 
scheduled to be treated by a Jewish physician, whoever 
arranged the appointment was undoubtedly concerned 
with only one point—to secure the best possible treatment 
for the 3%-year-old youngster. 

Whether this situation was unfortunate or not makes 
no difference. It was arranged. And once that appoint- 
ment had been made, the act which cancelled it, became 
an act of anti-Semitism. 

Heretofore it could be claimed that since the Dharan 
air base was not United States soil and was only leased 
by this nation from Saudi Arabia, the anti-Semitism of 
Saudi Arabia would perforce necessarily prevail. 

But even this weak excuse cannot be claimed for the 
latest infamous act of the State Department in permitting 
Saudi Arabia te import its anti-Semitism into the United 
States. 


PLENTY OF WORK TO BE DONE 


We said before that the justification for the new 
Zionist group, which calls itself The Independent Zionists 
of America will be in its program. 

Why some should feel that the development of a new 
Zionist group, whether the Independent Zionists as the 
Lipsky-Leventha! group is, or the American Friends of 
Israel, which would not specifically be a Zionist group but 
would differ from one only in a minor point, is harmful, 
we find difficult to understand. 

There is such @ thing as over-organization, but there 
is also such a thing as infusing new blood and doing a job 
where one needs to be done. 

So we set down what to us would be an aggressive 
program which would justify the organization of any new 
pro-Israel group 


@® The No. 1 consideration would be the development 
of aliyah from the United States to Israel, of young 
people, technicians, professional men, what have 
you, whether for one month or-three months or a 
year or for a lifetime. 


@® The second would be the encouragement of private 
investments m Israel. No Zionist group in the 
United States today is achieving either this or the 
first point. 


@ The third task would_be the encouragement of large- 
scale tourism +%o Israel. 


@® A fourth objective would be to achieve good pub- 
lic relations for Israel through the use of the press, 
the radio and TV, and other media of communica- 
tion, 


We could gc en. But achieving any of these four 
principle planks in a program would more than justify the 
emergence of a new Zionist group. 

From all sides we hear mournful dirges about the 
apathy of the United States Jewish community toward 
Zionism. Why then should there be this outcry because 
a group, whether hitherto a part of the Zionist Organiza 
tion of America or not, decides to cast out upon its own. 

We'll let you 3m on a secret. We think the emergence 
of this new group will even be a stimulus to the ZOA. Com- 
petition is not wiihowt its benefits, the party which the 
ZOA aids in Israel has been preaching these many years, 
so why is not sawee for the goose sauce also for the gander? 


NOTHING SO GREAT 


We think # i* fine when a Jewish institution gives 
service to people of any faith. This is in the highest 
tradition. 

But there is @ danger, and that is that this kind of 
service may be given for ulterior motives, such as pub- 
licity and its coneomitant, the soliciting of funds, not so 
much from non-Jews, as from Jews who find nothing so 
great as this. 

It would be well to remember Maimonides’ listing of 
the seven steps to giving. The final was when a person 
who gave did not know who the recipient was while the 
person who received the gift did not know the person 
who gave it. 

We are willing to concede that this is far from a per- 
fect world, and we can understand how publicity is a 
necessary adjunct to almost everything today except per- 
haps getting into heaven. 

Yet there siiil is such a thing as integrity and that 
is what comes very close to describing a good person in 
this age. 
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From time to time, we'll get complaints 
from Orthodox readers who take exception 
to something written or reported in The 
POST. We don’t take offense at these let- 
ters, for everyone has a right to voice their 
criticism. 

Our reply usually. is to the effect that 
The POST is not an Orthodox publication. 
Sometimes we defend Orthodoxy, as for in- 
stance our position on kashrut, and some- 
times we take it to task.’ 

But we never criticise Orthodoxy as 
such, nor for that matter Reform or Con- 
servatism. 

The POST is read not only by Orthodox, 
but also by Conservative and Reform Jews. 
In fact, that is one of the strengths of The 
POST. 

Orthodox Life, which is a fine monthly 
published by the Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Publication, is edited for the Orthodox, 
and read by them. We doubt if it has even 
500 readers who are Reform or Conservative. 
Reform also publishes a top-grade monthly— 
American Judaism. We doubt that it has 
more than a few hundred Orthodox readers. 

The POST on the other hand is read by 
all three wings of American Judaism. The 
Reform read it, and thereby learn what the 
Orthodox and the Conservative Jews and 
their rabbis are doing. The Orthodox read 
it and therefore can get the views of the 
other two wings of Judaism, and the same 
for Conservatism. 

If you stop to think of it, this is a valu- 
able auxiliary service performed by The 
POST, and the value is spread equally to the 
three wings. The Orthodox can _ proclaim 


all day long in Orthodox Life-and_ their 
other publications, but since only the Ortho- 
dox read it, they are talking as it were to 
themselves. But in The POST, the Orthodox 
can get across their message to Conservatism 
and Reform, and the same for Reform and 
Conservatism. 

We started this piece for another reason, 
We now have a better answer for our Orth- 
odox critics. It’s a letter from an ex-reader 
in St. Louis, and we quote it to you verbatim: 

“I’ve enjoyed many of the articles 
in The POST, but have found it to be 
primarily an Orthodox publication and 
being a fourth generation member of our 
Reform Congregation, it finally got un- 
der my skin.” 

The letter is signed but we won’t reveal 
the name of the writer. That wouldn’t be 
fair, 


Probably. the most comforting bit of 
news in recent weeks is the Gallup Poll re- 
turns which show that U. S. public opinion 
not only does not blame Israel for the Suez 
crisis, but from this standpoint puts the 
Jewish state last in a list of the four na- 
tions directly involved—Egypt, Great Britain, 
France and then Israel. 

For timid Jews who were inclined to 
start looking for a place to hide when first 
the Washington administration exploded an. 
grily at the time of the Sinai expedition, the 
Gallup Poll offers the reassurance that the 
American public, when given the facts, has a 
fine sense of fair play and justice. 

For the Jewish group, the moral is that 
when it believes it is in the right, it should 
stick to its guns,

Words, like the proverbial cats, have nine 
lives, They often range from the sublime to 
the ridiculous, This seems to be especialiy 
true of Hebrew words. 

Consider what has happened to Meshuga, 
which once meant divinely inspired; or sha- 
meee ««« IMas, which originally meant 
the sun; or am haaretz, a 
countryman. 

Sholom, some word detec: 
tives tell us, has descended 
: in a series of vulgar rein- 
‘ earnations to the modern- 
day “so long,” through the 
Arabic salaam and the Mal: 
ayan salaang. Or consider 

ee kosher, which has come 

Weinstein down from its high estate 
as the seal of ritual purity to mean a con 
man who plays square with his accomplices, 
or- an assurance to the Gentile that the 
frankfurter he is about to eat will have the 
flavor of garlic. 

So, too, ‘with shekel. It is used most 
often by Gentiles as an invidious synonym 
for money, conveying a tone of ill-gotten 
gain and an overtine of anti-Semitism, as 
though to say: “It’s the Jew boys who know 
how to get their hands on the shekels.” 





HOW INDEED the mighty have fallen! For 

shekel was associated with holiness, as in 
shekel hakodesh. H was the designation for 
the coin which every Israelite soldier paid as 
a ransom for his soul before he went into 
battle. HK later became the popular, self-im- 
posed tax which every Jew paid for the up- 
keep of the Temple in Jerusalem. 
' This was the most democratic tax re- 
eorded im ancient history; the rich were not 
to pay more, nor the poor less. The sanctu- 
ary was not to be dependent on a few fay» 
ored big givers. 

The Romans knew that the confiscation 
of the Temple Shekel was not only a way to 
easy money, but a sure way to destroy Jew- 
ish morale, even as the medieval bigots 
burned the Talmud as a short cut to the 
Jewish life-line. Im more recent times the 
term has been associated with land redemp- 
tion in Israel and with the plebiscite for the 
delegates to the World Zionist Congress. - 


WE RETURN for a moment to the origi- 
nal use of the Shekel as an atonement for 
the sowl of the soldier about to go into battle. 


Imagine a morale officer of a modern 
army caHing the soldiers together and re- 
minding them that they were about to kiN 


human beings and that it might be well for 
them to ask forgiveness of God, This would 
be considered contrary to all the tonventional 
catechisms about team spirit, the will to win, 
national glory, etc., etc. 

It might, God forbid, open a door to the 
suspicion that the soldiers in the other uni- 
form were also human, also God's children! 
The Midrash reminds us that God rebuked 
the angels for joining in the hymn of victory 
when Pharaoh’s ‘chariots sank into the deep. 
“These are also my children,” the Ribono 
Shel Olum said. 

The Biblical sages attuned to God’s One- 
ness understood the true original muting sin 
—the muting of the conscience to the fact 
that we are responsible for our fellow man; 
that in so many witting and unwitting ways, 
by acts of omission and commission, we stick 
thorns into his flesh. The Shekel of Atone- 
ment was the sacred symbolic recognition of 
the tragic fact that human suffering is the 
reflection of our imperfections.

‘Old Testament’

How 36 Polish Orphans Got To Go To Israel 


JERUSALEM—A group of 36 
Jewish orphans are expected to 
arrive here from Poland in a 
few weeks, but how these Jew- 
ish youngsters were able to win 
a promise to permit them to 
emigrate to Israel is a_ story 
which will be told again and 
again for many years, 

It all started with a minor 
revolt by young Jewish orphans 
against the Communist author- 


ities in Poland, according to 
Yediot Aharonot, daily paper 
here. 


Last Passover, observant Jews 
of Krakow sought government 
permission to hold a seder for 
40 Jewish youngsters in the lo- 


cal state orphanage, Augustin- 
sky Street Orphanage. 
Yivseksia, the Jewish Cultu- 
ral Society, raised strong objec- 
tions, calling on the government 


to save the orphans from the 
“claws of the clericalists.” <A 
compromise permitted the seder 
to be held, but minus readings 


from the Hagada, except for 
the kiddush. 
All the Jewish orphans at- 


tended the first seder, but 10 
were absent the second night, 
having been persuaded not to 
participate in the “religious cer- 
emony.” Despite its lukewarm 
contents, the seder had a pro- 
found influence on the orphans, 


who began seeking contacts 
with Jews outside the orphan- 
age walls. This led, eventually, 
to a decision by the 12 to 18- 
year-old orphans that they must 
immigrate to Israel. 

When the authorities rejected 
their request, a revolt started. 

The Jewish orphans refused 
to participate in any activities, 
and refused even to go to school. 
The police were called in, and 
many attempts to influence the 
children were made, but to no 
avail. 

Finally, the government of 
Poland gave in and in a few 
weeks 36 of these orphans will 
arrive in Israel to begin life 
anew. 





Suit Settlement Averts Decision 





Privileged Status 
Of Testimony 
Is Undecided

NEWARK, N. J.—The question of whether hearings before a 
quasi-religious group are privileged under law will have to remain 


unanswered for the time being. 


A suit charging that the Essex County Federation of Kosher 


Butchers and its officers were 
just such a group has been set- 
tled out of court. 

The suit, against two butch- 
ers, Leonard and Harold Seroff, 
stemmed from statements given 
fact-finding sessions of a Com- 
munity Relations Committee sub- 
committee of the Jewish Com- 
munity Council of Essex County. 

The hearings, held in 1955, 
were launched by the commit- 
tee to investigate complaints 
concerning the federation and 
the shochtim (kosher  slaugh- 
terers) in this area. Its report 
is still awaited. 


‘HAD THE suit come to trial, 
the Seroff brothers would have 
based their defense on the ar- 
gument that their statements 
were not only true but privi- 
leged, according to H. Lee Saro- 
kin, attorney for the Seroffs. 

Sarokin saiqd he would have 
taken the position that testi- 
mony before the JCC subcom- 
mittee, constituted as a quasi- 
religious body, holds the same 
immunity as confidences ex- 
pressed to a rabbi. 


SAROKIN said in addition 
that the Seroffs gave state- 
ments to the committee with 
the understanding that the pro- 
ceedings were to be kept secret, 
much the same as a confidence 
to a rabbi would be kept se- 
cret. 

The kosher butchers group 
got hold of a transcript of the

Taking the stand that a tran- 
script is the Same as a published 
document, the federation filed 
suit for libel, 


ALTHOUGH terms of the out- 
of-court settlement were not re- 
vealed, The POST learned that 
the butchers federation agreed 
to drop its case in return for 
withdrawal of a federal court 
suit by Jacob Davidowitz against 
the federation, its officers, Rab- 
bi Mordecai Ehrenkrantz and 
Shochtim Local 616, AFL-CIO. 


Davidowitz, operator of Jack’s 


Poultry Market and a relative 
of the Seroffs, had instituted 
the court action on charges of 
eonspiracy and_ restraint of 
trade and violation of the Sher- 
man and Clayton Anti-Trust 
Acts. 

BOTH SUITS followed a court 
victory for the Seroffs last 
April, when they were awarded 
$1,700 in damages from the fed- 
eration in New Jersey Superior 
Court. At that time, the court 
ruled that the federation and 
its officers had conspired to cut 
off the wholesale meat supplies 
of the Seroffs in retaliation 
against their refusal to stop ad- 
vertising kosher meat prices. 
(NJP, May 4, 56.) 

The Seroffs operate the Se- 
roff Brothers Village Kosher 
Meat Market in nearby Irving- 
ton. 

AS A RESULT of the ruling, 
other New Jersey butchers have 
begun to advertise prices, a 
practice previously unknown 
among North Jersey butchers 
and still frowned upon by the 
federation, even though the fed- 
eration has taken to advertising 
itself. 

Federation ads, inserted in 
the Jewish News, organ of the 
JCC, under the name of -Shop- 
Fair Meat Markets, promise only 
good quality meats trimmed of 
all excess bones and fat.
